it has an extremely strong, increasingly export-oriented economy and most 
businessmen and politicians Like to call themselves free traders, fut 
its ELC partners, particularly Britain and France, do not have the benefit 
ot an efficient industrial machine and see quota restrictions as 4 quick 
and easy answer to the dangers of foreign competition--and semantically 
Cistinguishable from overt protectionism, 


This belief in the benefits of free trade--which is reinforced oy what it 
vac dose ‘or Cermny in the past 35 years--has also led to confrontations 
with developing countries over international commodity agreements, when 
Germany bas felt that the case being put by the developing countries is 
likely te produce distortions in markets rather than stabilise secular

THE GOET (FE INSTITUTE ts mosteasiy 
explained a West Germany » equivalent ot 
the Britis Council or the Alhance 
Francaise, but obviously it goes about its 
operations in a way which reflects the 
German character Goethe could be 
desenbed as Germany s Shakespeare and 
the use of his name tor the Insttute 
indicates thal its primary purpose is to 
spread a proper Knowledge of the German 
language.

The Institute was started early this 
century fo teach foremners visiting 
Germany the German language, after afew 
yews it expanded its activities to other 
European countries.

(Text) A vail Link between Botewana and South West Africa ie entering a detailed 
feautbility etudy and detaile of the proposed railway are expected to be put to 
the Botawana Government before the end of the year. 


The area of study was previously Look at by the P/E Consulting Group in South Africa 
around 19/77, but no evaluation or feasibility atudy was conduct«d. 


At present the line envisaged would cover a distance of 860 km between Francistown 
and Gobabis in South West Africa near Grootfontein where it would join the main 
Line. 


in @ second though related etudy, a South African mining house is evaluating coal 
deposits in Botewana. 





Trade sources point out that the proposed line makes excellent geographic and 
political sense, but are concerned that the line will not be able to economically 
juetity teeelf, They believe that the line will definitely get the go ahead, 
particularly as che feasibility study is being backed by the Western Five and 

the UK. 


They believe that the line can be built within three years as no natural problems 
on the projected route are foreseen. Others, however, believe that in keeping 
with the time needed to build the Tagera line, it could take until the end of 


the decade, 


Trade sources have been expecting the line for some time principally as it 
creates a further outlet for Zaire and Zambia to the West Coast which, aseuping 
the independence of South Weat Africa/Namibia in the not too distant future, 
would lessen the dependence of these two copper producers on the South African 
route and the South African Railways. 


Currently Zaire exporte about 240,000 tons of copper a year through East London 
while Zambia has given the freightage contract to Rennies to traneport up to 
200,000 tons of copper through South Africae.

Mr Botha, 
when posiponing the visit 
by the UN team, said (hat 
he and the Prime Minister 
had ‘commiiments’ (in addi- 
tion to those already men- 
tioned) until October 20.

The continual outrage 
expressed by South Africa 
about Swapo's military acti- 
viues in the north. do no 


seem io be genuine enough 
lor them io seek a fairly 
speedy solution to the bush 
war, In retaliauion io the 
UN's recogmiton of Swapo, 
south Afmca have merely 
forged ahead with insiating 
the DTA as the ‘highes: 
authority tn the land’ 

Totally meaningless and 
diversionary tactics. such 
as ihe holding of ethnic elec. 
ions, are employed so as 
iO \ake the focus off an in 
lernavional setilemen 
The UN briefs Swapo on the 
progress of negouations, 
South Afmca bnets the 
Minisiers Council or DTA, 
and if anyone has reason 
lo gripe, uw is not South 
Africa but ihe paries who 
fall somewhere in the 
miagle 

ELECTION IN 1981 

It is therefore highly ap- 
likely, although there has 
been speculstion to this 
effect, that a UN sponsored 
election will ‘ome about in 
1981. The possibility of a 
ceasefire is just as remote. 

Perhaps the hope is siill 
alive im the ranks cf both 
the DTA and the South 
Afncan Government. that 
Swapo can be well and 
truly trounced militarily, 
thus eliminaung the need for 
a UN electior. Al the same 
lime, internal suppression 
of the movernent. iis mem- 
bers and activities, will 
continue. 

Indeed a faini hope. 
But perhaps beth South 
Africa and the DTA are 
sufficiently naive to believe 
such a hope eusis'

PLANNING for a country that 
you cannot enter presents special 
problems. But the United Na- 
tions Nationhood Programme for 
Namibia is doing just that — try- 
ing to study, in advance, the 
problems likely to face a new 
government in Namibia. ~ 

After the independence of a 
number of countnes in Southem 
Africa, particularly Mozambique 
and Angola, it became clear that 
the freedom fighters-turned- 
governments faced serious prob- 
lems. They were being asked to 
make urgent decisions about 
economies that had been shat- 
tered by departing colonists, and 
about which they had virtually no 
information. 

The United Nations Development 


Programme (UNDP) sponsored a re- 
search programme for the Patriotic 
Front which 1s now being used by the 
new government of Zimbabwe in its 
planning | 


But the first attempt to bring the 
enure UN system in to help is the 
Nationhood Programme for 
Namibia. Created by the General As- 
sembly in December 1976, it reaily 
got off the ground in May 1978 when 
a conference in Lusaka approved 46 
research and training projects costing 
9.2 million dollars. 

The programme is now having its 


first series of review meetings, which 
bring the researched and 


UN . SWAPO and representa- 
uves of Souther Afmcan countnes 
which faced similar freedom strug- 
gles and which have similar en- 
vironmental and social problems, in 


an effort to review progress to date 
The first meetings were held in 
Maputo recently , to review food. ag- 
nculture and fishing. Later, meetings 
were held in Arusha. Tanzania. to 
look at education, labour, health and 
housing 


Perhaps the most amazing thing to 
come out of the Maputo meeting is 
just how much can be done without 
ever setting foot in Namibia, just by 
studying the experiences of neigh- 
bouring countnes., trade statistics and 
satellite photos. 

The experts are comung to the con- 
clusion that in fishenes, agnculture 
and ranching, the ‘obvious ' answers 


eS be correct. 
ly SWAPO or whoever wins 
elections or the war in Namibia, are 
not forced to take the advice being 
given by the experts. But the partici- 
pation of SWAPO in the meetings 
suggests that the advice will be given 
senous consideration. “ 
In many ways, Namibia is more 
like a Middle state than an 
Afncan one. It has immense mineral 
wealth, but it is largely desert. it has 
about 1.5 million people, making it 
the most sparsely populated country 
in Africa. Only one per cent of the 
land is arable, although there is a 
considerable amount of grazing land 
Over the years, the whites have 
pushed the Afncans off the better 
land, so that today 60 per cent of it is 
reserved for whites, who make up 
only 7 per cent of the population 
The Afncans are restricted to 


‘homelands’ and ‘reserves’ which 
are overcrowded, receive no agncul- 
tural support services. and are not 
permitted to be part of the food mar- 
keting system

He said the food situauion 
among the local pepulauon in 
Angoia was bad because of 
drought. 

“For our missions to be 
carnmed out suceesstully we 
need a cCONstant supply of 
food. - 

South Afncan and SWA

“We can no longer be fed by 
our (own) people he 
reported.

What comes in its place is less certain, The basic idea is to construct 
a conteceration, apparently quite a loose one, of regiona. political enti- 
ties bound together in a single economy, There will be a single South 
African citizenship, but a variety of nationalities. 


Colourec people and Lndians «re to be represented in Parliament (oh, how 
Verwoerd must turn in his grave!) but elected (as a sop to a failed past) 
on separate voters' rolls, 











Though Beeld did not spell it out, the solution cto the vexed question ot 
accomodating urban blacks is to be sought in a radical devolution of power 
to local and regional authorities. Meanwhile, social and economic apar- 
theid is to be eliminated, or at least sottened, by the repeal of Jim Crow 
legislation, 


These are the thoughts which the National Party seems ready to bring to 
the process of negotiation which is soon to start in the President's 
Council, 


The trouble is that the Government continues to act as though it fears 
its own tollowers, furtively, Its plans are disclosed in leaks and 
whispers, it is impossible to tell fundamental principle from negotiable 
detail. 


The time has come ‘or Mr P,W, Botha to step into the open and tell the 
country exactly what he has in mind: What regions will constitute the 
confederation, what powers will be reserved for the central Government, 
what rights will attach to citizenship, andc so forth, 


Until he does so, he has no hope of winning acceptance for his ideas amonz 
blacks, and no hope of building the national consensus, without which all 
reform becomes a vain exercise in delaying the inevitable. 


For, until he does so, nobody will believe that the dominant ideas in the 
National Party are not those still espoused by Dr Andries Treurnicht and 
other devotees of Dr Verwoerd, 


To throw the ideas of Dr Verwoerd overboard is one thing; to throw his 
obdurate followers overboard is quite another. Yet Mr Botha must do it 
if his President's Council is not to fall into deadlock and die oi frus- 
tration,

L,/ percent a year, is lower than all other population groups, The total 
population tipure for all groups is, however, misleading. Given to the 
nearest round tigure at 23,8m, it does not reflect the populations of 
Transkei, Bophuthatswana and Venda, all of which became independent since 
the Last national census in 1970, The 1970 figure, which included the 
resident populations of these three states, was 21,4m, This means that 
the population jas not only increased considerably in the last 10 years 

in spite of the excision of three large areas from South Africa, but that 
the true rate of growth is, in fact, much greater, The 21.4m of 1970 must 
be approaching close to 30m in 1980 and may well top 50m by the turn of 
the century, 


Much ts being made of the fact that the populations of the homelands have 
increased by 59 percent since 1970 while the number of blacks in so-called 
white areas has risen by only 13 percent in the period, This is cited as 
evidence of a major shift of blacks from white areas to the homelands, in 
iact, the percentage increase in the homelands has dropped, between 1960 
and 1970 it was 68.7 percent, Admittedly it has also dropped in the white 
areas where, in the 1960-70 period, it was 16.8 percent, But the high 
percentage increase in the homelands does not necessarily mean that blacks 
are tlooding back from white cities, It is indicative, more probably, o! 
children born to the wives of city breadwinners who visit their families 
once a year, It should also be remembered that while the percentage 
increase of blacks in soscalled white areas in comparatively low, even a 
1} percent increase means there are over a million more blacks in these 
white areas than there were 10 years ago, 


In view of South Africa's constitutional developments, it is interesting 
that the whites’ population increase from 3,8m in 1970 to 4.4m in 1980 

has almost enabled them to maintain their majority, in numerical terms, 
over the combined coloured and Indian totals, It was 1.2m 10 years ago 
when coloured and Indian amounted to 2.8m and it is about 1.1m today, 

when the coloured-Indian groups total 3.3m, But because of the much higher 
coloured and Indian growth rates, the whites’ percentage of the three major 
population groups represented on the President's Council has dropped sub- 
stantially, Lf present growth rates are maintained, that white majority 
will eventually be overtaken,

Mr Manyema said that the President gave his assent to the Act on September 
24 atter his arrival from his recent month-long tour of Eastern Europe and 
the Far East. He added that a statutory instrument would soon be published 
in the Government Gazette to make the law operational, 


fhe new Act provides for the setting up of the Anti-Corruption Commission 
whose duty it will be to receive and investigate reports of corruption in 
various places, The Act also provides for stiff prison sentences for 
convicted offenders, the minimum sentence that may be imposed on the 
offender being five years, 


A few weeks ago, a Lusaka High Court judge, Mr Justice Godfrey Muwo, came 
out in full support of the Corrupt Practices Act, saying that this law 
would go a long way in ridding the country of corrupt elements, who had 
acquired or were acquiring wealth through dubious means, 


The judge appealed to the public to co-operate with the Anti-Corruption 
Commission to be created soon so that no leader or individual would be 
able to acquire wealth by corrupt means and get away with it. He said 
the success of the war against this cancer would largely depend on the 
co-operation the Commission would receive from the public, 


Mr Justice Muwo said it was one thing having a law which took into account 


the society's outcry against corruption and quite another to make that law 
work,

POLLCE IMPOSE CURFEW ON COPPERBELT TO CURB CRIME

POLICE on the Copperbelt have imposed a 
curfew between 23 hours and 0500 hours with 
immediate effect in a bid to curb the rising crime 


wave in the province. 


Announcing this at a 
Press conference yesterday, 
Copperbelt police chief, Mr 
Julius Zulu, said that due to 
public outcry that police 
were doing nothing about 
the alarming crime wave, it 
had been found necessary 
(oO impose this measure, He 
warned that any body 
found loitering between 
that time would be picked 
up and thrown in the cells. 


Mr Zulu said that the 
police in the province had 
been very concerned over 
the crime rate and this was 
why it introduced the clean- 
up Operation, but that it 
was found that the exercise 
was not producing the re- 
quired result due to the un- 
controllable movement of 
people and hence it had 
been found necessary to im- 
pose ffurther stringent 
measures. 

“There has been an out- 
cry of police inability to 
contain the now intolerable 
crime rate on the Copper- 
belt. We are concerned 
about this state of affairs 
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and we are doing everything 
to contain the situation with 
our limited resources,”’ he 
said. 

He added: ‘Currently, 
we had launched the clean 
up operation in various 
townships on the Copper: 
belt in which we have 
screened various people 
during the operaton, 302 
aliens were rounded up 
from Twatasha and 165 
were picked up from 
Bulangililo in Kitwe. 
Eighty-one people were 
rounded up from Ndola’s 
Sinia and Chipulukusu 
townships."’ 

But Mr Zulu said the free 
movement of people at

It was learnt yesterday that 
Cabinet Office had approved 
the exercise and the Govern- 
ment had directed that TBZ 
should stop running produc- 
tion schemes. 

While handing over family 
farming schemes to the 
department of agriculture, the 
TBZ has been ordered to sell 
its tenant and assisted tenant 
schemes. The board would 
remain as a marketing organi- 
sation based in Lusaka. 

A large number of workers 
engaged in field work will be 
laid off, while some will be 
redirected to the department 
of agriculture. 

Board secretary Mr Victor 
Mwabaconfirmed the changes. 
but could not give details. He 
promised to do so today. 
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Permanent secretary in the 
wa of Agriculture and 
Wate Development, Mr 
Andrew Hamaamba. describ- 
ed the changes as ‘‘minor’’ 
but said he was not aware of 
the ering of workers.

BOATMEN BLAME ETHANOL BLEND--Pleaeure boats at Kariba have been hit by breakdowns 
since the introduction of ethene! blend petrol. Regulars on the lake said last 
week boats had suffered expensive damage--and they said the blame lay with the 
new rich blend. Eleven boate were towed into harbor from the recent tiger fish- 
ing contest. Other boate including some venturing far out on the lake, have 
aleo broken down. Lake captain Mr Prank Andrews said the fault lay with the 
tanks of some of the older boate. The inside lining of the tanks have been 
scoured by the blend, causing breakdowns ae particles of fiberglass passed into 
pumps, carburettors and other working parte. One experienced sailor said: “The 
motor of one boat was blocked eolid--absolutely wrecked. "We have thousands of 
dollare worth of boats on the Lakes of Zimbabwe. Experts advice should be given 
to the owners, both to avoid the expense of damaging gotors and the danger to 
families who break down on the water.” New petrol tanks or linings may be 
required, and pleetic hoses replaced by rubber. The long lay-ups of boats over 
recent years are also suspected of adding to the mechanical problems. Mr Andrews 
said captains of the 260 boate which took part in the tiger contest had been given 
advice. The competition, tronically, is supported by Shell-BP. O11 firms 
deciined to comment yesterday.
